A source advised on December 16, 1968 that an 
announcement was made at a meeting of the University of 
Colorado Chapter of Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS) on December 16, 1968 that five SDS members expected 
to travel to Cuba on or about January 1, 1969, and that 
one of these SDS members was Carl Oglesby. According to 
the announcement, Oglesby has an arrangement with Time- 
Life Publications to the effect that if any of the mater¬ 
ial written by Oglesby is utilized by these publications, 
Oglesby will receive approximately fifteen hundred dollars. 
Oglesby reportedly was willing to use this money for his 
own expenses and for the expenses of other SDS members who 
were making this trip. 

A second s ource advised on January 3, 1969 that 
on December 30, 1968 | | a member of Newsreel, 

said that Carl Oglesby is in Cuba for a stay of two weeks 
and was on an assignment from Life magazine. There is a 
possibility that Oglesby might stay longer them the middle 
of January 1969. 

The second source further advised that Oglesby 
currently lives at 1268 Vermont Street, San Francisco, 
California, and is employed as a writer and as a consultant 
editor to "Ramparts" magazine. 

"Ramparts" in a letter to subscribers 
dated May 1, 1968, announced that begin¬ 
ning June 1, 1968, it would be published 
biweekly at a yearly subscription price 
of $15.00. In this letter, "Ramparts" 
described itself as follows: "...the 
first national publication to consis- 
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tently reveal the ribbon of lies 
supporting America’s involvement 
in Vietnam; we stripped the curtain 
from America’s 'invisible govern¬ 
ment' by exposing CIA’s unlicensed 
intrusion into our domestic lives; 
we dared to write about the applica¬ 
tions Catholic Church's political 
power; we warned, years before the 
Kerner report, that white racism was 
the base of America's racial problems; 
we blasted away at the corroded insti¬ 
tutions of Cold War liberalism. 

" 'Ramparts' is now the largest left- 
of-center commercial magazine in the 
history of the United States..." 

A characterization of SDS appears on 
an appendix page. 

A third source advised in 1966 that during the 
period from June 1965 Ihrough August 1966, Oglesby was 
president of the SDS organization which maintained head¬ 
quarters in Chicago, Illinois. During that time, Oglesby 
was in almost constant travel status throughout the 
United States and abroad, making appearances for SDS. 

A fourth confidential source has described Oglesby 
as an atheist and a socialist and he is completely sincere 
to his dedication toward the principles of SDS. Oglesby 
undertook a severe financial sacrifice in resigning regular 
employment to assume the SDS presidency.

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as 
it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
"radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us."

A "benefit" for the "Guardian" (Radical newspaper) 
was held tonight. It was supposed to start at 8 p.m., but 
with each person entering being "searched" (and searched 
very inefficiently) before being allowed to enter... supposedly 
as a protection method for H. RAP BROWN. The theatre was 
totally sold out, with an estimated 200-300 outside, listening 
to an extension loudspeaker. Among those noted there: MARK 
RUDD, JEAN YOHEMURA, GUS REICHBACif, TED WAGNER, HANK GERMAN, 

NADIA WILS, SIDNEY ROSS,- JUAN GONZALEZ, SUZIE STERN, ANN 
SOMMERFELD, STEVE HALLOWELL, GAROLLA HOFFMAN, JOS IE DUKE,and 
DIONNE. The Columbia SDS Street Theatre put on a performance 
of their 1st production. PETE SEEGER sang two songs; and 
later, during the .^collection, sang another. BERNADINE DORN 
of Nat'l SDS was the Master-of-Ceremonies, introducing each 
speaker. It was not really feasible to take notes therefore 
this report will necessarily be incomplete. The 1st speaker 
was CARL OGLESBY who praised the New Left, as did 2nd speaker, 
HERBERT MARCUSE.

On August 11, 1969, a confidential source who was in 
a position to furnish reliable information, made available a 
letter dated July 25, 1969, from Edward Hyman, Brookline, 

New Hampshire to Joe Dubovy, Editor of the publication 
"Radical Digest", 516 Fifth Avenue, New York, New York. 

A xerox copy of above letter is attached hereto. 

It is noted that letter is written on the stationery 
of the Experimental Broadcasting Laboratory, Brookline, New 
Hampshire which reflects that Edward J. Hyman and James L. 
Auchincloss are among the officers of the project. 

Source stated the Experimental Broadcasting Laboratory 
was recently established by Hyman to become a "radical 
radio station" and has been in part financed by Auchincloss, 
described as the son of wealthy, socially prominent family. 

Source stated that the activities of Hyman at 
Brookline, New Hampshire havet attracted the interest of some 
right-wing groups in the area. In recent weeks Hyman indicated 
he had purchased a rifle and ammunition for "self-protection" 

Letter sets forth Hyman's comments concerning the 
National Convention of the Students For A Democratic Society 
(SDS) held in Chicago, Illinois in June, 1969, and Indicates 
he, Rennie, Ogelsby and Jerry Rubin were talking of establishing 
another organization. 

Source identified these persons as Carl Ogelsby, one of 
the original founders of SDS, Rennie Davis, as a national officer 
of the National Mobilization Committee To End The War In 
Vietnam and Jerry Rubin, a self-proclaimed "revolutionary".

A source has advised that the Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS), as it is known today, came into 
being at a founding convention held at Port Huron, Michigan, 
in June, 1962. From an initial ideological posture of 
"participatory democracy," the current line of the national 
leadership reveals an adherence to Marxism-Leninism. Michael 
Klonsky, National Secretary, in March, 1969, called for the 
building of a revolutionary Marxist-Leninist movement. The 
program of SDS has moved from involvement in civil rights 
struggles to an anti-Vietnam war position and finally to its 
present advocacy of an anti-imperialist line, linking up the 
oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America with the 
black liberation movement in the United States. China, Vietnam 
and Cuba are regarded as countries which are leading the world¬ 
wide struggles against United States imperialism. On the other 
hand, SDS regards the Soviet Union as an imperialist power and 
does not support the policies of that country. 

SDS maintains a National Office in Room 206, 1608 
West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. Its official paper 
"New Left Notes" reflects the line of the national leadership 
and program adopted at meetings of the National Council and 
National Interim Committee (NIC). Three national officers and 
a NIC of eleven members are elected each year during a June 
National Convention. 

SDS Regional Offices and university and college 
chapters elect delegates to National Council meetings wherein 
program and ideology are debated, but each Region and chapter 
is autonomous In nature and is free to carry out independent 
policy and programs reflective of local conditions.
